This letter is in response to your note of 9 August 1978 
submitting a letter received from Arthur Frankl for consideration 
by the Agenc y. In that letter, Mr. Frankl asked that you inquire 
into whether | | was terminated as an employee 

of this Agency, what the particulars of his pension are, and what 
his current employment situation is. 


The following information is provided to you in your capacity 
as Chairman of the House Permanent Select Committee on 
Intelligence. 

Our records indicate that a 

, Iwas employed as a coveri contract employee ot tms Agency 
prior to termination of his contract in March 1978. His record of 
employment with the Agency remains classified. I I is not 

a participant in the CIA Retirement and Disability System and does 
not receiv e any pensio n benefits under the CIA retirement system. 
However, | | has contributed towards Civil Service Retirement 

and will become eligible for an annuity under that system when he 
reaches age 62--17 years hence. 

Since association with the Agency is still classified, 

and since disclosure of this relationship may harm on-going intelligence 
operations, this Agency cannot authorize the release of the above 
information to Mr. Frankl. Also, the details of | (employ- 

ment record and pension entitlements appear to fall within the purview 
of the Privacy Act of 1974, P.L. 93-579, 5 U.S.C. § 552a, and as 
such cannot b e released to Mr. Frankl or I I without 

consent. However, it may still be possible to draft a 
responsive reply. 


In light of the fact that | | is no longer employed by CIA 

and does not receive pensio n benefits from the Agency, it would not 
be out of order to reply thatf (is not employed by 

CIA and does not receive pension benetits trom the Agency. I have 
enclosed a proposed reply to Mr. Frankl for your consideration.
